Children are left running wild, not picbanice of 
neglect, but. because the Government’s allowance is so 
insufficient that the wife must go to work to supple- 


ment the pay. 

A case occurred recently of a 
young soldier's wife coming 
home.from work to find that one 
of the three -children left alone 
had been burned to death.
